This year the first year students 
arc required to take one and a hall 
courses in English. English 100 
i literature) consists of two hours 
of lectures per week by Professor 
Duthie, one hour of literature con- 
ference in small groups each fort- 
night, and one hour of lectures on 
Canadian Literature by Professor 
Phelps every second week. 

The composition course is being 
given as a separate half-course of 
lone hour per week throughout the 
■session. There will be a lecture 
one week and a composition con- 
ference the alternate week. Coin- 
position sections for these lectures, 
and the small groups for con- 
ferences have been selectqd by 
means of a two-hour examination 
recently given to all fresh ics. Tho 
aim of this method. Professor 
Duthie lias explained, is to have 
! students of about equal ability in 
( each group. Then those with very 
I good standing in composition may 
be treated slightly differently than 
those who need extra help. A 
few who did exceptionally well on 
the test have been exempted from 
the compaction course, and more 
may be exempted al Christmas, 

"There is no rrason why a uni- 
versity should have to leach ele- 
mentary composition,'' Professor 
! Duthie stated, "but the Inadequate 
teaching of English Composition in 
the high schools forces us to do so." 

"The ability of students lo think 
and express themselves clearly is 
of interest not only to the English 
department but to the entire 
faculty al Arts and Science." 



Grad Pharmacy 
Course Offered 

Department of University Ex- 
tension Courses is offering a series 
of courses lo be distributed over 
three or four years which will lead 
to a Certificate In Pharmaceutical 
Science. Candidates for this cer- 
tificate must possess a B.A., B.Sc, 
Ph.G., B.Phi, L.Ph. or the equiva- 
lent. However individual courses 
will be open to the public. 

The courses include a course in 
Modern Pharmacy, 4wo Chemistry 
courses, a Mathematics, a Botany 
and a Physics course. 

This chapter of the Extension 
courses was borne when a group 
of Pharmacy graduâtes' of McGill 
decided to form their own associa- 
tion. The association then ap- 
proached the department of Uni- 
versity Extension and suggested a 
series of refresher courses. Titled 
pharmacists will then be able to 
bring their recipe-concocting up lo 
date. 

Consideration is now being given 
lo the possibility of arranging ap- 
proximately five courses each year 
for the next three years to complete 
this coordlnatcc series on Pharma- 
ceutical Science.

Students Test Profs' 
Efficiency at UCLA 

Students at UCLA will have a 
chance this semester to grade their 
instructors. 

Early this summer, the southern,- 
section of the Academic Senate ap- 
proved the use of "instructor rating 
scales." 

The rating sheets arc composed 
of a series of questions about char- 
acteristics of the individual instruc- 
tor, the answer to each question 
can be anywhere from good to bad. 
Use of the rating sheets is optional. 
No official record of the instruc- 
tor's score is made. 

The instructor rating sheets are 
not signed by the students. Among 
the questions asked arc: 

"Are the purposes of the course 
clearly recognizable?" Arc explan- 
ations clearly presented?" "Does 
the instructor appear enthusiastic 
about the course?" "Is the instruc- 
tor respectful to views other than 
his own?" "Is the instructor free 
from annoying mannerisms?" "Does 
the instructor have a sense of hu- 
mour?" "What mark do you expect 
in this course?" "What mark do 
you think you deserve?" 



Hooray for Eng ineers 

College Grads in Heavy Demand 
In Canadian Industry This Year 



A heavy demand for university 
graduates and undergraduates in 
the Canadian industry marked th',- 
spring and summer seasons this 
year. Besides opening* for almost 
all graduates who sought employ- 
ment, there were enough summer 
jobs for all students who wanted 
them. This was revealed in a 
pi ess release by Hon. Milton F. 
Gregg. Minister of Labour recently. 

The heaviest demand of all was 
for Engineers. While there were 
openings for some 3.000 of them, 
only about '2.t50 graduated In 
spring. The most wanted were 
Mechanical Engineers, closely fol- 
lowed by Civil and electrical en- 
gineers. In all these three branches 
the demand exceeded the supply. 

"After the engineers, heaviest 
demands were for graduates and 
undergrade in Commerce and Eco- 
nomics," it was disclosed in a re- 
port by tliVi Executive and Proies, 
sional Division of the National Em- 
ployment Service. "There was nlso 
a strong and steady demand for 
grads in almost all other fields, es- 
pecially in chemistry and general 
science, medicine, pharmacy, foi- 
estry, physics, home economics, 
business administration, architec- 
ture, geology, nursing and sorial 
work." 



"At the beginning of August, only 
172 graduates were still registered 
with the Executive and Profession- 
al Division; most of these were only, 
seeking to improve their present 
positions. Very few. if any, under- 
graduates were still unplaced at 
that date." 

A planning to meet this heavy 
demand had started last autumn in 
co-operation with employers, uni- 
versities and employment officials. 
A detailed campaign was carried 
out, beginning with a letter and 
questionnaire .-cut lo all prospec- 
tive employers. All large Indus- 
tries were included, also transpor- 
tation, communication and power 
companies, government depart- 
ments, hospitals, schools, hotels and 
others. 

It was observed that mast em- 
ployers sent in their returns early, 
anxious to make their selections be- 
fore the anticipated heavy demand, 

"While the demand was not com- 
pletely satisfied, the careful ad- 
vance planning and close coopera- 
tion of employers, universities^ 
employment officials had ins] 
that the supply of graduates 
undergraduates was given wide - 
triblitlon and that all students 
opportunities for employment," tl 
Minister explained.

jV fare of mankind. However, especially with the 
' " development of the atomic bomb,,scienrc has 
come of age. Not in a technical sense, hut in 



the sense that now the leaders of science arc 
also leaders of nations. Where formerly they 
were probers of the unknown; now they initst 
also he philosophers and statesmen, con- 
cerned with the ethics and morals of their 
actions and discoveries and their effect on the 
destiny of the world. 

In recognition of this, McGill is conferring 
honorary degrees on six scientists at the Fall 
Convocation. 

It is significant to note that not only are 
these men leaders in their respective branches 
of science but they also represent the three 
most important influnccs of every- country — 
government, industries and the universities. 
The co-operation between industry and the 
universities has long been an association of 
notable achievement, as has that between 
government and industry. With the increased 
co-operation which now prevails, we can ex- 
pect even greater progress.
